The  religion  of  the  Bible  should  always  be  contem¬ 
plated  as  a  direct  communication  sent  from  God  to 
make  us  acquainted  with  divine  things  and  our  own 
selves,  so  as  to  deliver  us  from  the  effects  and  dominion 
of  sin,  and  to  raise  us  to  the  favour  of  God  and  the  pos¬ 
session  of  eternal  life. 

Although  the  system  of  Revelation  professes  to  in¬ 
struct  us  in  matters  of  which  we  should  for  ever  remain 
ignorant  without  its  divine  light,  and  imparts  know¬ 
ledge  to  which  the  natural  corruption  of  the  human 
hea'rt  is  averse,  yet  it  is  the  boast  of  Christianity  that  it 
proposes  nothing  whicli  is  unsupported  by  evidence,  or 
is  incapable  of  being  sustained  by  argument.  The 
system  of  salvation  contained  in  the  Bible  must  be 
looked  upon  as  an  entire  and  connected  chain,  deve¬ 
loped  and  illustrated  in  the  Law  given  by  Moses,  and 
in  the  grace  and  truth  which  came  by  Jesus  Christ. — 

It  is  when  we  so  far  overcome  the  natural  indolence 
and  other  less  venial  passions  of  the  human  heart  as 
to  regard  it  as  a  system  connected  in  all  its  parts  and 
inseparable,  that  we  find  the  Revelation  of  the  Bible 
with  its  own  internal  evidence  coming  to  us  as  the 
prophets  of  old — sent  immediately  from  God. 

But  to  have  such  aluminous  and  convincing  view  of 
Divine  Revelation,  we  must  equally  disregard  the  par¬ 
tial  and  insolalcd  objections  of  the  Infidel,  and  discard 
the  still  more  insidious  defence  which  the  Iscariot 
band  of  Christians  would  set  up  for  the  protection  of 
the  Christian  citadel.  VVe  must  not  be  ashamed  of 
the  peculiar  doctrines  of  the  cross,  for  without  the  ad¬ 
mission  and  understanding  of  the  doctrines  of  original 
depravity — the  atonement — the  proper  divinity  of  the 
{Son  and  the  Holy  Ghost — the  renovation  of  the  heart 
and  life  by  the  power  of  God  ;  all  the  elucidations  of 
the  historical  and  preceptive  parts  of  the  Bible  will  be 
no  more  able  to  combat  the  enmity  of  the  human  mind 
than  the  withes  of  the  Philistines  to  bind  the  arms  of 
Sampson. 

It  is  in  respect  of  this  view  of  the  subject  that  this 
book  deserves  the  attentive  perusal  of  the  warm-heart¬ 
ed  and  intelligent  Christian.  By  a  careful  perusal  of 
this  mode  of  defence,  he  will  find  that  writers  on  the 
internal  evidences  of  Christianity  who  have  lost  sight 
of  the  humbling  doctrines  of  the  cross,  have  not  been 
true  to  the  cause  they  pretended  to  sustain.

of  Guinea,  the  March  following,  and  pursued  their 
journey  inland  in  a  northeasterly  direction,  till  they 
reached  the  Niger,  many  hundred  miles  below  Tom- 
buctoo,  at  the  city  Boosa.  From  Boosa  they  ascended 
the  river  a  considerable  distance  to  Yaoorie,  but  sub¬ 
sequently  returned,  and  were  borne  on  its  waters  back 
to  the  same  extensive  gulf,  from  which  they  had  com¬ 
menced  their  route.  All  this  was  not  how’ever  accom¬ 
plished,  without  personal  hardships  and  dangers.  The 
incidents  of  their  route  were  many  and  interesting : 
while  their  discoveries,  in  connexion  with  those  of  tlie 
three  preceding  adventures,  have  brought  to  our 
knowledge  scores  of  savage  tribes  and  nations.  They 
have  proved  that  Africa  is  considerably  more  populous, 
than  was  before  apprehended,  and  presents  a  much 
wider  field  for  commercial  and  benevolent  enterprise. 

To  Americans  these  discoveries  are  the  more  valua¬ 
ble,  because  they  show  us  the  interior  of  a  country,  on 
whose  coasts  we  have  already  commenced  a  flourish¬ 
ing  colony  of  free  “Christian  Africans.”  VVe  per¬ 
ceive  that  if  this  enterprise  is  pursued,  it  must  ulti¬ 
mately  bring  civilization,  the  arts  and  Christianity,  in 
contact  with  immense  multitudes  of  untutored  black 
men.  By  the  providence  of  God  our  colonial  citizens 
and  liberated  slaves,  have  been  directed  to  the  very 
location,  in  the  land  of  their  forefatliers,  where  their 
influence  can  be  most  extensively  exerted.  W'e  have 
only  to  persevere  in  planting  colonies  southward  of 
Monrovia ;  and  these  former  exiles,  these  kidnapped 
and  enslaved  children  of  Africa,  will  prove  the  glory 
and  the  salvation  of  their  race. 

Little  need  be  said  of  the  literary  character  of  these 
two  volumes.  Neither  of  the  lAinders  had  enjoyed  the 
advantages  of  a  liberal  education.  But  they  were  men 
of  good  natural  parts,  and  may  be  regard^  as  honest 
narrators  of  what  they  both  heard  and  saw.  The  facts 
which  they  disclose  constitute  the  principal  charm  of 
their  journal.  VVe  know  of  few  works  of  this  descrip¬ 
tion,  which  have  added  as  much  to  our  geographical 
knowledge,  or  depicted  in  such  painfully  interesting 
colours,  the  ignorance  and  wild  barbarism  of  unbaptiz¬ 
ed  Africa. — N.  Y.  Observer.

The  two  brothers,  whose  names  arc  mentioned  in 
the  above  title,  have  achieved  an  enterprise,  which 
will  long  be  remembered.  It  is  no  less  titan  deciding, 
by  actual  discovery,  the  long-agitated  question  of  the 
termination  of  the  Niger.  For  this  discovery  the  way 
had,  of  late,  been  preparing,  by  the  travels  of  several 
enterprising  but  unfortunate  adventures.  Laing,  Park 
and  Clapperlon,  had  penetrated  into  central  Africa  in 
diflferent  directions,  and  reached  the  Niger  at  several 
points,  but  they  were  not  permitted  either  to  complete 
their  design,  or  to  communicate  fully  their  discoveries. 
CapL  Clapperton  had  been  attended  in  his  last  tour  by 
Richard  Lander,  in  toe  capacity  of  a  servant;  which 
circumstance  led  to  the  enterprise  of  the  two  bro¬ 
thers,  detailed  in  this  work.  Having  embarked  at 
Portsmouth,  on  the  9th  of  January,  1^,  these  plain 
but  enterprising  men,  arrived  at  Badagray  on  the  gulf

the  Bishop  of  Salisbury,  (Dr.  Burgess,)  in  addition  to 
his  contribution  toward  the  acquisition  of  the  other 
sixty  copies.  The  two  treatises  of  Sir  H.  Lynde, 
reprinted  in  one  large  8vo.  volume,  in  the  year  1819, 
together  form  one  of  the  most  valuable  controversial 
manuals  against  Popery  which  is  extant  in  our  lan¬ 
guage.  The  Author  was  an  English  country  gentle¬ 
man,  who  lived,  much  respected,  toward  the  close  of 
Queen  Elizabeth’s  reign,  and  in  the  early  part  of  that 
of  James  I.  He  had  graduated  at  Oxford,  and  sub- 
sequentlj'  sat  in  several  parliaments ;  and,  I  believe, 
died  about  the  year  103-1.  Ilis  two  treatises  W'ere 
highly  valued  in  their  day,  and  passed  through  re¬ 
peated  editions,  especially  the  “  Via  Tutu,  or  Safe 
Way,”  which  was  translated  into  the  I^tin,  French, 
and  Dutch  languages.  Nor  are  these  treatises  sur¬ 
passed,  as  a  general  manual,  by  any  modern  publica¬ 
tions.
